Washington, April 19.—It is believed by 
the administration that the manifesto of 
Aguinaldo will have a decidedly goed ef- 
fect both in the Philippines and in this 
country.

New Lands in Oklahoma To 
Thrown Open to Public. 


Be 
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THERPLL BE ANOTHER RUSH 


Commissioner of Land Office Says 
That His Mail Is Increas- 
ing Daily. 


Washington, April 19.—The wrosvect of 
the opening of new lands in Oklahoma 
Territory to settlement, under the act 
of March 3d last, providing for the dis- 
position of lands ceded by the Wichita, 
Kiowa, Comanche and Apache Indians, 
has had the effect of increasing the cor- 
respondence of the commissioner of the 
general land office until it has come to 
be of enormous dimensions. Most of the 
letters ask for information upon this sub- 
ject. In January 2,327 letters were re- 
ceived; in February 4,235; in March 5,074, 
and thus far durin~ the present month 
this mail ..as numbered 3,744. In view of 
the fact that the lands to be offered for 
settlement include only about 12,000 quar- 
ter sections, or an equal number of 
homes, it is foreseen that there will be 
a tremendous rivalry. 

Many persons in the vicinity of the 
new lands and elsewhere are reported 
to be holding out inducements to would- 
be settlers to consult them regarding the 
securing of lands, professing to have ex- 
clusive information. 

The lands will be thrown open in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the presi- 
dent's. proclamation and under the law

Gainesville, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)— 
O. M. Dobbs, local manager for DeLaper- 
riere & Brandon's harness store, commit- 
ted suicide here this afternoon about 1 
o'clock by shooting himself in the center 
of the foreheal with a 38-caliber revolver, 
the shot producing instant death. His 
body was not discovered until 6 o’clock 
this evening, in the woods about one- 
quarter of a mile west of North Bradford 
street, and about one-half mile from his 
home. The body was accidentally found 
by Deputy Sheriff J. A. Lyle, who was 
going through the woods from North 
Bradford street to Oak street. 

His wife had a suspicion that his mind 
was unbalanced and kept a close watch 
upon him during the forenoon. At the 
noon hour he talked irrationally. One re- 
mark made to his wife was that he could 
stay in the woods all the time and it 
would not hurn him. Missing him shortly 
after noon, his wife requesteds some of 
her neighbors to search fer him, and at 
the time of the finding of his body acci- 
dentally by Deputy Sheriff Lyle they were 
on the lookout for him.

Dobbs's body was lying face downward 
and in his right hand was held the re- 
volver, In his left hand he clutched a 
long knife used in the harness store for 
trimming leather. He evidently had not 
made up his mind when he reached the 
woods as to the method he would adopt 
to end his life. His forehead was burned 
black with powder, as he evidently placed 
the muzzle of the revolver close against 
hig head when he pulled the trigger. He 
had on the suit of clothes he usually 
wore at the store. 

Dobbs was about fifty years of age and 
has resided in Gainesville for perhaps 
twenty years. He owned a comfortable 
home on North Bradford street and is 
survived by only his wife and an adopted 
daughter. He was quiet and unostenta- 
tious in his manner, and was rather small 
of figure. His appearance indicated deli- 
cate health and it has been rumored for 
some time that his mind was unbal- 
anced. 

Coroner Dorsey summoned a jury and 
held an inquest over the body tonight. 
The verdict was that his death was due to 
a shot fired from a revolver by his own 
hand with suicidal intent. Witnesses tes- 
tified that they heard the report of a 
pistol about 1 o’clock in the direction 
where his body was found. 

No arrangements have as yet been made 
for the funeral, but it will likely he held 
from the family residence tomorrow af- 
ternoon. 
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GREAT REDUCTION IS SHOWN. 


Cotton Receipts at Eatonton Are 
Largely Below the Average. 

Batonton, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)—The 
cotton receipts at this point for the sea- 
son of 1900 and 1901, so far. have been in 
round numbers about 7,000 bales. Of this 
number the local mills have taken 500 
bales. the balance having been shipped 
mostiv to Savannah. Considering the fact 
that practically no cotton is now in the 
hands of the farmers and that very little 
is stored in the warehouses, the receipts 
here show a Sreat falling off from former 
years. The gross annua! receipts at this 
place have reached in years past 18,000 
bales, of which it was estimated that 
2.000 or 2.500 bales came from adjoining 
counties. This was before the railroad 
between Macon and Athens was built and 
the cotton of Jasper county was hauled 
to shipping points in other counties. This 
still left a net crop of 15,500 or 16,000 bales. 
and for years the average annual receipts 
at this place., of cotton raised within the 
county, has been 15,000 or 16,000 bales. A 
decrease of from 8. to 9,000 bales ig a 
landslide and should put thoughtful 
people to casting about for the cause and 
a remedy.

Closing Arguments Made Yesterday 
by Both Sides.

BARTENDER ASSAULTS DOCTOR 


Right To Order Compulsory Vacci- 
nation Will Be Tested. 
Charleston, S. C., April 19.—(Special. )— 
Fearing smallpox, the Charleston, board 
of health recently ordered compulsory 
vaccination, and extra physicians were 
employed for the work.

TO PENITENTIARY FOR LIFE 


Negro Woman Scales Prison Walls 
and Gets Away. 


ESCAPE LENGTHENS HER TERM 


With a Pistol She Defies Officers 
Who Locate Her and Shoots One 
Before Giving Up. 


Riehmond, Va., April 19.—(Special.)—Liz- 
zie Dodson, the famous negro prisoner 
twho escaped from) the penitentiary a 
year or more ago, has ‘been captured near 
her old home in Fairfax county and will 
probably spend the balance of her natural 
life in the penitentiary unless she scales 
the wall again. Lizzie Dodson shot and 
seriously wounded one of the men who 
was attempting to arrest her this week. 
She is one of a very few women who have 
ever escaped from the prison and her 
case is an interesting one. She was sent 
up from Fairfax county for five years for 
burglary, but got out under the condition- 
al pardon act. Then she was convicted 
here of grand larceny and given three 
years, to which five more were added 
for second conviction. She begun her 
term July, 1900, and escaped Christmas 
eve by scaling the wall, having been sup- 
plied with a suit of men’s clothes. An- 
other woman was to have gone out with 
her, but her companton’s courage failed 
her. 

When arrested this week by Constables 
George H. Taylor and Charles Pierpont 
she shot and seriously wounded the lat- 
ter with a pistol she had concealed under 
her shawl. Another conviction will carry 
life sentence in addition to the eight 
years unserved.

Twenty days before the 
primary any citizen desiring a nomina- 
tion to an office can file with the prop- 
er official his name and an affidavit 
that he wishes a nomination to a par- 
ticular office. This is accompanied 
by a prescribed fee as an sth ony of 
good faith. His name then es on 
the primary election ballot of his party 
along with other candidates, grouped 
according to..office, The voting and 
“ounting is in accordance with the 
Australian system, with non-partisan 
election boards. The men having the 
highest vote are deciared the candi- 
dates of their party for the different 
offices. ~ 

Each voter is restricted to ong bal- 
lot, and in case his right to act as a 
member of the party for whose ballot 
he asks is questioned, he must swear 
that he voted the ticket of that party 
at the last election and intends to sup- 
port it at the next election. Every 
possible safeguard is thrown around 
the party primaries. 

This law is substantially that which 
has been in operation in the city of 
Minneapolis and which has given gen- 
eral satisfaction. Having been proven 
adequate to the demands of the largest 
city in the state, it is almost certain to 
fill: the requirements in the smaller 
cities and counties. Its success is sure 
to mean the adoption of similar legis- 
lation in other northern states, where 
the people are chafing under the bur- 
den of boss dictation of party nomina-

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Dixie’s New Industries. 

We are indebted to The Chattanooga 
Tradesman for some interesting figures 
showing the number of new industries 
which the south has acquired during 
the quarter ending March 31, 1901, and 
for the benefit of our readers we de- 
sire to call attention to several im- 


During the quarter the south ac- 
quired in the aggregate not less than 
923 new industries. This showing is 
exceptionally large. For the last quar- 
ter of 1900 only 613 industries were 
acquired, while for the first quarter the 
number was only 718. So compared 
with the corresponding quarter of 1900 
the increase is 205 industries, and 
compared with the last quarter of 1900 
the increase is 410. This comparative 
statement emphasizes the extraordi- 
nary progress which the south has 
made along industrial lines of devel- 
opment during the first quarter of the 
present year and encourages the hope 
that the agencies of growth which are 
now at work in this section will meet 
with no check or interruption. 

Some of the industries which the 
south has acquired during the past 
quarter are as follows: Seventy-seven 
flour and grist mills, 58 gas and oil 
companies, 58 cotton and woolen mills, 
47 oil mills and refineries, 54 mines 
and quarries, 47 electric light and

Mr. Olmey and Cuba. 

An article on Cuba, written for The 
Atlantic Monthly some time ago by 
Mr. Olney, of Massachusetts, has been 
reprinted in The New York Sun and 
is being much discussed. 

In this Mr. Olney said: 

It may be thought at first blush that to 
speak of the acquisition of Cuba by the 
United States as a fact accomplished is 
inaccurate. But the objection is techni- 
cal and the expression conveys the sub- 
stantial truth, notwithstanding u recolu- 
tion of congress which, Ul-advised and 
futile at the time of its passage, if now 
influential at all, is simply prejud‘cing the 
interests of Cuba and the United States 
alike. No such resolution can refute the 
logic of the undisputed facts or should 
be allowed to impede the natura] march 
of events. 

Mr. Olney is right in saying that his 
expression, “the acquisition of Cuba,” 
conveys the substantial truth, but he 
is wrong in declaring the Teller reso- 
lution “ill advised and futile at the 
time of its passage.” While it is un- 
doubtedly true that, viewed in the 
light of the present knowledge, the 
Teller resolution was a mistake, since 
it proved unnecessary and is serving 
to delay the result which is best for 
the Cubans themselves, it is equally 
true that when the war resolution was 
framed everybody considered it wise 
and judicious to put in the declaration 
that the position of this government 
was entirely unselfish; that we were 
not bent on conquest, The senate 
adopted the Teller resolution not from 
mere sentiment for the Cubans, but as 
a defense of this government’s action 
at a time when such defense seemed 
highly advisable. The possibility that 
war with Spain might bring on a 
world’s war was recognized by the 
president and his advisers, and it was 
in order to give no other government s 
the excuse of claiming that the United 
States was going to war for the pur- 
pose of. acquiring Cuba that express 
declaration to the contrary was made 
part of the war resolution. ‘ 

It is well to keep the facts of history 
straight. 

It is not at all necessary, as Mr. 
Olney seems to think, that this decla- 
ration should be allowed “to prejudice 
the interésts of Cuba and the United 
States.” The Teller resolution does 
not at all impede the natural march 
of events. At least, it should not be 
allowed to. Whether it will or not 
depends largely, if not entirely, upon 
the way the Cubans are handled by the 
constituted authorities of this govern- 
ment. 


There is nothing in the demands 


made by congress which in the least 


conflict with the spirit of the Teller 
resolution, and as soon as this fact is 
made clear to the Cubans they will 
doubtless acquiesce in those demands. 
An agreement will be reached under 
which the closest possible relations 
will be maintained between the Cuban 
government and the government of the 
United States and between the people 
of the two countries. That will event- 
ually bring annexation or acquisi- 
tion.“ if Mr. Olney pleases, and it will 
come under circumstances most ad- 
vantageous to that country and this. 
The annexation of Cuba is inevita- 
ble. That it should come through 
friendship rather than by force seems 


to us self-evident. 


* 
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Plaint of the Wool Growers. 

The questionable wisdom of the prin- 
ciple sought to be engrafted into law 
in what is known as the oleomarga- 
rine bill is pointed out by The Pitts- 
burg Post in its discussion of some 
complaints of the waol growers. 

These pets of protection are, it 
seems, crying out against the use of 
shoddy and cotton in the manufacture 
of woolen fabrics.» The Dingley law 
puts the wool duties so high that the 
manufacturers have been forced. to 
adopt substitutes. The wool growers 
complain that this is crowding} out 
from the market all pure and honest 
woolen goods. 

The fact is that because of the tariff 
pure woolen goods are held at such 
high prices that consumers of what 
the trade knows as the middle class 
are compelled to purchase the cheaper 
fabrics, which are not all pure wool.” 

“It has been suggested in wool pro- 
tection societies,” says The Post, “that 
a remedy would be for congress to 
place an internal revenue tax on all 
goods not made of pure wool, but of 
which wool is a component. By this 
method mixed goods would be stamped 
as such by the thousands of govern- 
ment agents let loose throughout the 
land. This is adopting the plan in 
force as to oleomargarine in the dairy 
interest.“ 

The Post adds that there is no end 
to the contrivances for making the. 
government aid one private interest at 
the expense of another once the feasi- 
bility of doing so is demonstrated. 
This is true. If the wool growers are 
to have the aid of the government to 
tax another industry out of existence, 
as the dairy people seek to do by their 
oleomargarine legislation, there is no 
end to the possibipries. veh

A perusal of the report of Assistant 
State Geologist McCallie on the iron de- 
posits of Georgia reveals the great possi- 
bilities of this state in her mineral ores. 
While other localities have exploited 
their minerals and gained population and 
wealth thereby, it has been the fate of 
Georgia to lag by the wayside. Why, no 
man can tell. The same mineral forma- 
tions run through Georgta: their exist- | 
ence have been known for seventy years; 
in the days following the Indian abandon- 
ment, the pioneers relied for a little ready 
money upon surface iron findings and 
even deep excavations may be found in 
many places showing that extensive work 
was carried on. The developments of our 
mineral resources by Geologist Yeates 
has added millions of dollars to our 
values and the interests yet to result 
therefrom must grow into hundreds of 


millions,

The present report by Mr. McCallie, the 
assistant geologist, accompanied, as it is, 
by the actual working of a dozen suc- 
cessful iron companies in north Georgia, 
gives hope that we have started down the 
big cut in earnest. The three counties 
treated of are Polk, Floyd and Bartow, 
which are just now the centers of actual 
mining activity. The ores to which Mr. 
McCallie gives close attention are limonite 
and hematite, in which forms the ore 
is of commercial importance. The for- 
mer, called brown hematite, or brown ore, 
is the most abundant. These brown ores 
are described in districts bearing the coun- 
ty name, Polk, for instanee, being divided 
into six divisions. - How these ores occur 
is explained in a very interesting manner 
by Professor nee, 


>’ s 

‘The brown ons occur chiefly in the 
form of pockets or irregular deposits in 
the residual clays. They frequently con- 
tain only a few carloads of ore, but gen- 
erally they are far more extensive, and 
often cover considerable area. Some of 
the deposits in the Cedartown* district 
have been worked for more than twenty 
years without exhausting the supply of 
ore. It is not uncommon to find the de- 
posits extending over five or six acres. 
This ore is often traversed or crossed by 
“clay horses’ or barren areas, so that 
when the ore is removed the surface pre- 
sents the appearance of an old land sur- 
face. In many places deposits have been 
worked a depth of fifty feet or more with- 
out reaching the limit. A bore-hole, put 
down for artesian water in the Oredell 
district in Bina valley, demonstrated the 
continuance of the brown ofe to a depth 
of 180 feet. It ts not uncommon to find’ 
the ore extending below the water k vel. 
In some instances the deposits on the hill- 
slope are found to extend into the valley 
below where the ore occurs in large 
bodies in the stream beds. In some cf 
the most valuable deposits the ore will 


average 50 per cent of the material mined.

Back of all present discussion, Dr. C. 
W. Hayes, of the United States geciogi- 
cal survey, goes for the origin of present 
conditions in north Georgia. During ter- 
tiary times,“ he says, the valley region 
was reduced very nearly to sea level, 
and in its lower portion, chiefly those un- 
derlain by the Chickamauga limestone, 
swamps were formed which received 
drainage from the adjacent regions and in 
which extensive deposits of bog ore were 
formed. When the region was elevated 
the limestone areas were again reduced 
more rapidly, and dowbtless much of tke 
accumulated iron ore was removed by 
erosion. Around the margin, however, 
the ore remained embedded in the residual 
clay. Deposits of this character are es- 
pecially abundant in the Rockmart and 
Cedartown districts. The concentration 
deposits déccur in the Cartersville dis- 
trict.“ Indorsing the general view of Dr. 
Hayes, Mr. McCallie says his theory ex- 
plains not only the geological distribution 
of the ores, but also throws light upon 
their mode of occurrence, The ores were 
originally laid down in swamps. After a 
re-elevation of the region, probably about 
the close of the tertiary périod, these 
swamps were drained and being covered 
by heavy beds of iron ore, resisted ero- 
sion, and thus gave rise to low, well- 
rounded hills, which now constitute some 
of our most valuable iron ore deposits. 

— 
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Whatever may be in ‘all this, the prac- 
tical question is the existence of the ore, 
and the efforts now being made to bring 
it to the attention of the world. The first

FIVE-DOLLAR GEORGIA BOND.

A five-dollar Georgia bond, a unique se- 
curity, was seen yesterday in the office 
of Major J. W. Warren, executive secre- 
tary. who has been engaged in checking 
up the coupons on Georgia bonds paid 
recently by the state treasurer.

SPARKS BLOWN FOR MILES AROUND

A fire destroyed the rofideyce of Wil- 
Ham H. Oldknow, 415 Cherokee avenue, 
opposite Grant park this morning at 
12:30 o'clock, and the residence of Mrs. 
Annie 8. Oldknow, next door, was par- 
tially destroyed. 

The high wind blew the sparks directly 
toward Grant park, the houses facing the 
park, and for awhile it looked as if the 
z00 would catch on fire. This so alarmed 
citizens living in the neighborhood that 
a call was sent to the police barracks for 
a detail of officers to look after the wild 
animals should the 200 ignite from 
sparks. 

The firemen, after making the long run, 
had to work with a short force on ac- 
count of so many fires during the night. 
They succeeded in saving the enly reste 
dence that it was possible for them to 
save after reaching the scene. 

The residence of William Oldknow was 
a handsome new structure and cost in 
the neighborhood Of $3,000. It was par- 
tially insured. The contents, with, all 
the household furniture, were burned, 
entailing an additional loss dt about 
$1,000. 

The damage to Mrs. 
will be several hundred dollars, and her 
furniture was injured by flames and 
water. 

The origin of the fire is not known, but 
it is believed to have caught from a de- 
fective stove flue.

PRUE MARBURY SAYS 
FRUIT CROP IS SAFE 


Truck Gardens Suffe- Damage, but 
Peaches end Other Orchard 
Fruits Will Not Be Se- 
riously Affected by the 
Cold Wave. 


The heavy cloud which hung like a 
pall over the city yesterday afternoon, 
the falling temperature and the increase 
in the velocity of the wind caused general 
speculation in Atlanta and storm frights 
were frequent Q@uring the afternoon and 


evening. 

The thermometer tdok a decided tumble 
during the twelve hours and gradually 
dropped during the day, falling from 65 
to 88 degrees, and at midnight it was real- 
ly cold, and old Boreas was increasing 
the pace set earlier in the day. 

No damage was done in Atlanta as 
far as could be ascertained, but hundreds 
of citizens were uneasy, some fearing 
damage to fruit crops and others being 
afraid of a severe storm. 

The cloudy atmosphere was caused by 
the warm and cold ¢urrents coming in 
contact, the moisture being condensed by 
the lowering of the temperature, caus- 
ing obscurity of the sun and unusually 
cloudy weather, and was, according to 
Professor Marbury, an. unusual condi- 
tion. 

These atmospheric disturbances are due 
to the fact that a storm was developed 
in the southwest a few days ago and 
moved in an easterly direction, reaching 
the lower Mississippi valley and becoming 
central there yesterday, where the baro- 
metric pressure was abnormally low, 
causing several local storms in Alabama 
and Mississippi and general rainfall] over 
the eastern half of the cotton belt. 

This storm has been followed by an 
area of high barometer from the north- 
west, the advance of which has caused 
decidedly cooler weather over the states 
west of the Mississipm, reducing the tem- 
perature to frost points in portions of 
Texas, Louisiana and Mississippi. 

Professor Marbury says this storm will 
move off and the area of incréased pres- 
sure will advance, meaning clearer weath- 
er for che next thirty*six hours, and he 
says today should be a clear one, with 
distinctly warmer weather. 

Discussing the conditions 
Professor Marbury said:.. 

“There is nothing unusual in the at- 
mospheric situation just now; these 
storms are always preceded by damp and 
cloudy weather, and the pranks. yester- 
day were the same as have always been 
in similar cases.“ 

This turn in the weather is simply the 
outer gdge of the great rainstorm which 
has en deluging the sower Mississippi, 
and the fall in the barometer and the 
fall in the temperature are very natural 
sequences. 

Fruit Crop Now Safe. 

Director Marbury says that he does not 
anticipate that the present cold spell will 
be followed by a sufficient drop in the 
thermometer to endanger the peach or 
other fruit crops, or otherwise injure veg- 
etation. 

The average date of killing frosts is 
March 30th, and official records show 
that for twenty-three years this record 
has not been disturbed to any great ex- 
tent, hence fruit growers should not be 
alarmed over the present unusual weath- 
er conditions. 

At midnight the storm was central near 
Charlotte! N. C., and had increased some- 
what in energy, and will probably reach 
the coast before morning. 

Strong winds are also following in the 
wake of the storm, but that fact alone 
is considered a safeguard against damage 
to the crops. 

The weather office in the Prudential 
building yesterday and last night was a 
very popular institution and the local and 
long distance telephones were both con- 
stantly brought into use. 

The general request related to the prob- 
able effect of the low temperature on the 
coming creps and Professor Marbury and 
his assistants were kept busy during the 
day considering questions from every 
section of the state. 

Following closely upon the great storm 
at Birmingham, which, in many geo- 
graphical points, is located similar to 
Atlanta, citizens generally felt a certain 
degree of apprehension, but Professor 
Marbury disabuses the idea and says that 
conditions in the two cases are absolutely 
unlike, and that the storm of wind now 
brooding over Atlanta will in a few hours 
waste itself away on the northeastern 
coast and finally find its finish in the At- 
lantic ocean. 

Gardens Will Suffer. 

Professor Marbury says it is very likely 
that truck gardens generally will suffer 
from the fall in the temperature, but feels 
assured that cropg, in the broad sense 
of the word, will escape with little if any 
injury.

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HIGH WIND pos 
DAMAGE IN CITY 


A Falling Chimney Came Near Cas 
ing Loss of Life. 
CRASHED INTO A -BEDROOM 


Police Report Accidents from Storm 
in Different Portions of City. 


* 


Scaffold on Empire Building Blew 
Off Into the Street—Bill Board 
Topples Over. 


The high wind did damage in the city 
last night, one case being reported by the 
police that came very near resulting in 
loss of life. 

Chimneys were blown down, fences 
razed to the ground, signs and bill boards 
toppled over and awnings torn loose. 

Along with the windstorm came dark- 
ness in several portions of the city on 
account of the arolights going out. 

In the midst of the blizzard were the 
“clanging and the clashing’ of the fire 
bell, helping to make the wild night still 
more wild. 

The most serious disaster reported by 
the police was the blowing down of a 
chimney at No. 22 South Butler street, 
where T. Borochoff, a Decatur street 
merchant, resides. The chimney had 
been in a dangerous condition for some 
time. Last night about 10 o'clock the 
inmates of the house, who were in bed, 
heard a great crash, and the next mo- 
ment shingles, laths and plastering fell 
in one of the rooms, where an elderly 
man and three little children were asleep. 
The debris crashed down upon a side- 
board, m@&kigg almost a complete wreck 
of it, and narrowly missed those in the 
bed. Had the chimney fallen a little 
farther to one side, the old man and the 
children might have been killed. 

Early in the night Officer Taylor re- 
ported that portions of the scaffold of 
the Empire building were being Row off 
into the street, endangering tie lives of 
persons passing by on the sidewalks. 
Captain Jennings ordered the officer to 
remain at the building and warn all pe- 
destrians to keep out of the way. 

The large bill board on Waverly place, 
near Central ovenue, was blown over by 
the wind and was in such a dangerous 
condition that the owner was notified and 
red lights were placed on it. The top 
of the huge board hung directly over the 
sidewalk, and was Hable to fall to the 
ground at any moment. 

Awnings at No. 53 and 55 South Broad 
street were blown loose, and the police 
notified the owner of the building, and 
the dangerous irons and posts were re- 
moved before any person was hurt. 

In many sections of the city came re- 
ports of chimneys toppling over and 
fences being blown down. Acting under 
special orders the police were kept busy 
during the night looking out for and re- 
— all accidents caused by the severe 
gale.

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THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, April 19.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

Cold, rainy weather, with its concomitant of 
bad roads, has been unfavorable to distribu- 
tive trade this week. A similarly retarding 
effect upon crop planting is noted at the south, 
where cotton and corn cultivation and germina- 
tion are reported from one to two weeks late, 
With these exceptions, however, trade devel- 
opments of the week have been in the main 
favorable. 

The feature of the iron trade, aside from the 
continued activity and aggressive strength of 
prices, has been the apparent breaking away 
of the strike clouds which have menaced that 
indistry. Finished products, rather than the 
cruder forms, have figured prominently this 
week, but pig iron, though quieter at most 
markets, has not been neglected, and there 
is no loss of strength noted. Sales of Besse- 
mer pig at Pittsburg have aggregated a large 
total, scme of which is for July delivery. Spe- 
cial activity in bars is noted at Chicago, and 
sales of this and similar material are nearly 
200.000 tons for the week. One implement 
manufacturer is reported to have alone taken 

000 tons. Rails are also active and the 
week's business is figured at fully 160,000 tons. 
Wire rods are $3 to $5 per ton higher & 
Pittsburg, the latter price being for prompt 
delivery. Birmimgham reports pig iron less 
active, though firmer. The other metals show 
little change on the week, although tin is frac- 
tionally higher. 

Unsatisfactory weather reports, heavy rat 
high winds and cold retarding the growth 
vegetation, coupled with talk of, and some 
actual, curtailment in New England and at 
the south, have advanced cotton, but the gain 
has been small, large receipts acting as @ drag 
on the market. The improved tone of cotton 
goods has proceeded entirely from the cur- 
tallment talked of, because new business at 
large eastern centers has been small and the 
good trade in dry goods early this spring at 
the west is not yet reflected in reorders at 
the east. 

Wool has been dull but steady. Large buy- 
ers are out of the market, but smaller man- 
ufacturers are buying mere. Territory wolle 
are in chief request, Dut rather more been 
done in Australian wool at Boston. Dressed 
woolens are in fairly good shape, but fall or- 
ders for men's wear are unsatisfactory.

The majority of them 
took a stand opposed,to that of the at- 
torney general, and it is on this that 
Treasyrer Park bases his attitude, 

Five of these prominent lawyers will 
represent him in the mandamus proceed- 
ings. They are Washington Dessau, his 
legal adviser; Dupo uerry and Ox- 
yille A. Park, of Macon, and Judge George 
Hillyer and Hooper Alexander, ot At- 
lanta. Treasurer Park was in consufta- 
tion with several of these attornevs in 
his office at the capitol until a late hour 
yesterday afternoon. 

In addition to these when the matter 
gets to the supreme court ex-Chief Jus-

tice Logan E. Bleckley, of that court, has 
agreed to represent him. 

Judge. Bleckley disagrees with the opin- 
ion given by the attorney general, and his 
opinion, it is stated, is one of the orig- 
inal and interesting that Treasurer Park 
has received. This, however, is char- 
acteristic of the former chief justice. 
Judge Bleckley in concluding his opinion 
said: 

“I disagree with the attorney general

The appearance of the former chief jus- 
tice before the supreme court in behalf 
of the state treasurer will be an interest- 
ing event. Thy courtroom will, no doubt, 
be well filled on that occasion by those 
eager to hear what the famous jurist 
will have t@ say on the proposition which 
is now agitating so many people in the 
state. 

Treasurer Park says he is anxious to 
have the case decided as soon as possi- 
ble, and to that end he will waive every 
legal technicality with regard to time 
of filing and service of papers. 

Can the Governor Borrow? 


Governor Candler is anxious to pay 
all of the teachers just as soon as possi- 
ble, but even if he borrowed $200,000, that 
amount added to the $77,000 in the treas- 
ury would not be sufficient, for more than 


$300,000 is due them. 

Then, too, the legal question has been 
raised as to whether the governor can 
borrow money for the purpose of paying 
the teachers. 

Governor Candler stated yesterday that 
this point had been made, but he would 
not say by whom. The constitution gives 
him the right to borrow not to exceed 
$200,000 to tide over a casual deficiency.” 
The question in this case is whether the 
lack of funds with which to pay the 
teachers is or is not a casual deficiency. 

“TIT shall exhaust every possible means 
to pay the teachers as soon as possible,“ 
Governor Candler said. If I can legal- 
ly borrow the money with which to pay 
them, I shall borrow it. The question 
has been raised, however, as to whether 
I:can do this. I have not sought any le- 
gal advice on the subject as vet, for I 
did not know definitely until this after- 
noon what stand the state treasurer 
would take.

“IT do not know that woman's husband,”’ 
sald Mrs: Tuttle, when called upon to 
make a statement. “I have never laid my 
eyes on him and would not know him if 
he was to walk into this courtroom this 
minute. These women came to my house 
and the one calling herself Mrs. Clarke 
asked me where my daughter was. I 
told her she was out at work, and when 
she wanted to know where she was work- 
ing, I simply told her it was none of her 
business, and that was all I said.”

Regret Is Being Expressed That Dr. 
Parkhurst Cannot Epeak While 
in Atlanta. 


All arrangements for sermons or ad- 
dresses from the Rey. Dr. Charles H. 
Parkhurst when he arrives here with the 
Robert C. Ogden party on next Sunday 
would seem to be frustrated by the an- 
nouncement of the great’ New York re- 
former that he will not make any ad- 
dresses during the present trip. While 
it is possible that this relates only to set 
speeches or sermons. it is feared that 
Atlanta will not, after, all, have the 
pleasure of hearing this distinguished di- 
vine and that all plans meade for him 
Will come to naught, 

Authoritative announcement was vester- 


day made that John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 


son of the greatest millionaire ot the 


age, will not accompany the party to 
this city, as had been announced. Busi- 
ness reasons, it seems, will prevent his 
visiting the Booker T. Washington in- 
stitution in. Aabama, as had been plan- 
ned. The other members of the party. 
including some of the, most distin, hed 
ministers, students, and, financiers of the. 
United States, are due, to arrive in At- 
lanta at 8 o’cleck next. Sunday morning 
over the Southern way. The party 
will leave this city at midnight .of Sun- 
day, reaching its destination in Alabama 
on the following day. 

According to plans made in this city, 
Dr. Parkhurst, who.is possibly the most 
noted réformer in the word through his 
connection with the various vice crusades 
in New York, was to have delivered an 
address at the Baptiet Tabernacle, of 
which the Rev. Len g. Broughton is pas- 
tor, on Sunday evening next, and in the 
morning was to have spoken to the ne- 
groes of this city at the Congregation- 
al church at Courtland. and Houston 
strééts. Rev. H, H. Proctor, pastor of the 
Congregational church, has not. been of- 
fletallxy informed of the change in Dr. 
Parkhurst’s plans, neither has Dr. 
Broughton. Dr. Broughton is inolined to 
believe that Dr. Parkhurst has simply 
declined to make any set speech of any 
kind while here, and still thinks that the 
doctor.will make a few remarks at the 
Tabernacle despite the announcement,
